headed western farmer members. 
Manufacturers are too apt to fear the 
farmer in politics. Experience in On¬ 
tario has proven that the farmer in 
politics exercises the same native 
shrewdness and judgment that charac¬ 
terizes his dealings back on the con¬ 
cession lines. More consideration of 
the study of their speeches in the 
house by those who condemn them un¬ 
heard as Bolsheviks or as dangerous 
men would lead to closer bonds be¬ 
tween east and west. One of the 
members during the debate told of 
loans that had been called by the 
banks, forcing western farmers to sell 
their stock at a loss at the same time 
that one firm of stock brokers had 
been loaned $4,000,000 “for what 
might be termed gambling purposes.” 
Such a complaint is not surprising un¬ 
der the circumstances and in view of 
*the Merchants bank fiasco. When the 
western farmer demands a new sys¬ 
tem of credit in Canada those in 
charge of the superstructure of credit 
in Canada should be able to show him 
that the present system to all right or 
should make it right. If a bank 
which calls farm loans had been loot¬ 
ed for stock market manipulation and 
the court can find no one guilty under 
the bank act, their demands for 
amendment of such an act must be ex¬

FREIGHT RATE DOWN 


The Crow’s Nest ..Reduction Means 
About $15,004,040 to the Prairie 
Provinces 


A summary of the reductions in 
freight rates provided for by the do¬ 
minion pari lament and dominion rail¬ 
way commission has been made by 
Alfred Chard, Freight Supervisor of 
the provincial government, for the in¬ 
formation of farmers and others. The 
summary is as follows: 

(1) Reductions on grain to Fort 
William and Port Arthur from points 
west, meaning practically a 10 cent 
per 100 Its. reduction from all Al¬ 
berta points. 

(2) Seven and a half (7%%) re¬ 
duction in Eastern and Western Can¬ 
ada on basic commodities; namely, 
forest products, building material,

For example, there will be no re¬ 
duction in rqfgs on crushh'd stone, 
gravel and sand, or cordwood as they 
are now back to level in effect Sep¬ 
tember 12th, 192ft. The rates on lum¬ 
ber from the coast to Eastern Canada 
will not be reduced, as they are below 
the new level established. 

(3) Coal other than anthracite, and 
coal from the head of the Lakes west¬ 
ward, increases granted in September 
1920, to be rescinded.

(4) Mountain differential reduced 
from 1% miles on prairie to 1 mile 
Pacific standard or 30% higher to 1% 
miles on prairie to 1 mile Pacific stan¬ 
dard or 16% higher. 

This does not affect rates on grain 
t,o the Coast for export which will re¬ 
main as at present 31 cents per cwt. 
against 26 cents to Fort William from 
Edmonton, but will reduce the domes¬ 
tic grain rates from Edmonton to 
coast points from 46 cents to 38 or 39 
cents per 100 lbs. 

(6) Schedule “A” rates or town dis¬ 
tributing rates applicable from all 
Ontario centres extended to apply

TWO-DOLLAR WHEAT 


A profitable market for this year’s 
wheat crop is in prospect, according to 
expert advices received by the depart¬ 
ment of trade and commerce. Euro¬ 
pean stocks are getting low. In a 
letter to the department, one wheat 
exporting house expresses the opinion j 
that there would be two dollar wheat 
this year if the ordinary law of supply 
and demand w^re not influenced so 
much by adverse financial conditions. 
On this account, the prevailing price 
is problematical, though it is expected 
to be in advance of last year. Pur- 
ohases in Europe, according to advices 
are likely to be gradual instead of the 
crop being marketed in huge consign¬ 
ments.

Hon. Geo. Hoadley, Minister of 
Agriculture, and S. G. Carlyle, Live 
Stock Commissioner, have returned 
from the States and Eastern Canada. 
During his trip to Ottawa Mr. Hoad¬ 
ley took up matters of importance 
with the dominion government, in¬ 
cluding the securing of a market for 
Alberta rye, grading of hogs, and the 
question of leetting down the bars by 
the U. S. for the export of western 
grassfed 1 cattle into the States. The 
question of remitting sales tax on 25 
carloads of arsenic brought in by the 
Alberta Government from the U.S. for 
grasshopper bait, was also taken up. 
Mr. Hoadley had satisfactory inter¬ 
views on these questions. 

After a motor journey of 6,482 
miles from Miami, Florida, W. D. 
Beidman, accompanied by his wife, is 
en route for the Peace River country 
where he will engage in ranching. 

Authorization has been given by 
Hon. R. G. Reid Minister of Health, 
for the formation of the new munici¬ 
pal hospital district of Athabasca, and 
on Wednesday of this week,-the pro¬ 
visional board of the district is hold-i 
ing a meeting to prepare a hospital 
scheme which will be voted upon 
later. The new district will include 
the town of Athabasca, and the 
Municipal Districts Nos. 637, 638, 668, 
667, 696, 697, 727, 728. The Victorian 
Order of Nurses of Athabasca have 
offered to lease to the new hospital 
board the present hospital building at 
Athabasca, at $1 a year for 10 years, 
provided the building is used for hos¬ 
pital purposes under the provisions of 
The Municipal Hospital Act. 

There are about forty employes of 
the government at the present time 
who have reached the age of retire¬ 
ment under the new superannuation 
act which is now in effect and which 
provides a fund for annuities for civil 
servants after retirement. However, 
the act provides that the gobemment 
may keep on any of these employes 
it so desires, in the interests of effi¬ 
ciency, and this is likely to be done 
in the case of several. The employes 
recently suspended from service at the 
land titles offices of Calgary and Ed¬ 
monton will also come under the pro¬ 
visions of this act, and will be per¬ 
manently retired under the term of 
the • pension scheme. The minimum 
pension to be paid under the scheme 
is $20.00 a month. 

Without a dissenting voice farmers 
of the New West Irrigation district, 
east of Retlaw, voted to create the 
district and take water from the Can¬ 
ada Land and Irrigation Co. at a cost 
which has been estimated at $45 to 
$50 per acre. The following trustees 
were elected by acclamation: Charles 
W. Grey, Charles Watterberg, and 
Percy Love. The area in the district 
will be about 4,700 irrigable acres, 
and every effort is to be put forth to 
have the construction work done this 
summer in order that the water may 
be available for the land next sea- 


the Alberta 
Legislature is in progress this week 
to give, effect to legislation which will 
bring into being, in accordance with 
recent dominion legislation, a wheat 
board for the handling of the wheat 
marketing for Alberta this year. 
Similar legislation is to be passed by 
Saskatchewan, and, it is anticipated, 
also by Manitoba. Several features 
of the natural question in the province 
may also come up for consideration at 
the special session, which is expected 
to last not more than ten days or two 
weeks. 

A neat pamphlet on municipal hos-. 
pitals has been issued by the Health 
Department. 

During the past week, the provincial 
cabinet had discussions with Hon. 
Charles Stewart, Dominion Minister 
of the Interior, on a co-operative im¬ 
migration policy. It has been decided 
that the government will co-operate 
in a new scheme which will provide 
for the following up of settlers after 
they reach the province. It is the idea 
that a board composed of representa¬ 
tives of the provinces and the domin¬ 
ion will be appointed to supervise the 
operation of the scheme. Alberta will 
have two representatives of this 
board. 

It is proposed to construct a hydro¬ 
electric plant on the Bow River, east 
of the City, to consist of four dams, 
the first of which will cost half a mil¬ 
lion dollars. The project is that of

Railway News 


The town of Summerland was visit- | 
ed by a bad fire, which did $70,000! 
worth of damage. 

A. A. Ryan, a New York broker, is ^ 
now a bankrupt. His liabilities 
amount to $32,435,477 and assets 
$ 1 , 000 , 000 . 

The Algoma Steel Corporation has 
secured a 48,000 ton rail order from 
the Canadian Pacific Railway. This 
means that the rail mill will be re¬ 
opened immediately and put in full 
operation. The work will give em¬ 
ployment to 2,000 men and will result 
in a general stimulation of business 
locally. 

British Columbia will build a high¬ 
way to the provincial boundary by the 
time Alberta reaches there, and the 
British Columbia Government is pre¬ 
pared to co-operate '■frith Alberta in 
completing the “missing link” so that 
Canada may have a through automo¬ 
bile route ffom coast to coast. 

Ocean borne lumber exports from 
British Columbia mainland for the 
first six months of the year show an 
increase of 21,737,746 feet over the 
same period last year. Shipments 
totalled: shingles 128,946,600, box 
shooks 164,948 bundles, lath 12,220 
bundles, and lumber 94,652,742 feet. 

Canada, which has produced better 
macaroni than Italy, may soon make 
better Dutch cheese than Holland, in 
the opinion of the Dominion Dairy 
Commissioner, who has returned from 
Holland with ideas and specifications 
for a new cheese which he believes 
Canadian dairies can produce with 
profit. 

Exports of cattle from the Port of 
Montreal for the past two months 
have been larger than for the cor¬ 
responding months of last year, there 
being 10,731 head shipped as against 
6,648 head in 1921, showing an in¬ 
crease of 3,783. Out of the above to¬ 
tal 7,328 head came to Montreal from 
the United States for shipment to 
England. 

Tenders are being called for the 
superstructure of the new pier the 
Canadian Pacific Railway is con¬ 
structing here for the accommodation 
of its ocean liners. The new work,- 
which is the largest the Canadian 
Pacific has undertaken locally for 
some time, will give employment to 
several hundred men for approxi¬ 
mately twelve months.

Reports from all parts of the coun¬ 
try are that, while rye is thin in 
places, the yield promises to measure 
up well with the amount of straw, 
says the Lethbridge Herald. The 
heavy rains in late June and early 
July resulted in heavy filling of the 
grain, and crops of 40 bushels or over 
will be reported. Some of the best 
fields are expected to go better than 
50. It would not be at all surprising 
if the rye average reached 25 bushels. 
It is estimated that, of the 200,000 
estimated acreage of rye sown, half 
was cut for feed. This leaves 100,000 
acres allowed to ripen, so that the 
total pye crop of the south which will 
go through the thresher will approxi¬ 
mate 2,600,000 bushels. The Winni¬ 
peg cash price for rye today is in the 
neighborhood of 82 cents, which will 
make the net price to the farmer here 
about 70 cents or a little less. The 
value of the crop will therefore be in 
the neighborhood of $1,760,000, while
